• Not more advertising, 
but

dwelling houses, mord rooming houses, 
more business structures,, and more 
workmen's dwellings, is what 
the 


committee finds to be most needed. 
And instead of rlaunohing an advertis- 
ing carn.paisn, .,th.e,.league last even- 
ing adopted the committee report, and 
thereby decided to inaugurate 'a local 
campaign to . induce capitalists and 
land owners to build.houses and busi- 
ness structures so that those now in 
Reno, and those who are already con- 
templating coming here to make their 
ihomes, can find suitable accommo- 
' dations.

the cities and towns were developing in their physical 
features. 


The whole problem was handled differently. Syndi- 


cates were' organized to build workmen's dwellings by 
the score arid the hundreds. Land owners undertook to 
provide dwellings for all who desired to purchase on the 
installment plan, and the public-spirited men of the dif- 
ferent cities, and towns joln.e{L 'forces in providing ac- 
commodations for business men. Little syndicates were 
organized, some men contributing money and some real 
estate, and splendidly 'equipped and thoroughly modern 
business structures of from three to six and seven stories 
high were erected in remarkably short .-periods of time. 


As a result of this policy of general pulling together, 


the towns and cities in the Indiana natural gas belt 
quickly took on the evidences of solidity. Residences were 
rented as fast as completed, and there were accommoda- 
tions for those in search of homes. Business places were 
constructed according to the demand, and in fewer than 
five years', time places that formerly had from 2,500 to 
3,000 population became finished cities of from 25,000 
to 30,000. There was not one, but scores of instances of 
this kind, all wilh5n .an area of.400 or 500 square miles 


The results obtained there were the result of coopera- 


tion among the,» people, operating, through private in- 
dividuals, through limited, syndicates, 
and 
through i 


building and loan associations. 
As a result of the report 


made last evening by the publicity committee of the 
Commercial League, a similar campaign of development 
should be undertaken here.. All that is needed tp make It. 
effectual'is recognition by all of the present residents of 
the city of the necessity for it, and then a pulling togothei 
to bring it about. If the people can be brought to accept 
thcss two conditions, and to. act accordingly, Reno can 
take for her slogan: 


50,000 in 1012 


and wiithout a single misgiving, launch an advertising 
campaign that will not only carry the city's fame over the 
nation but make certain the realization of dreams of a 
big. modern, progressive, thoroughly alive city here along 
t h e Truckee. • • • • • ' " . 


Let Us Pull Together to Make a City 


1 I IS one of the .habits of'mankind to accept as-matters 
~ 
of course the things with which he is most familiar, 


and which are of ordinary every-day occurrence. For this 
reason, those of us that make pur homos in Reno pay 
small heed to conditions which elicit surprise,and. evoke 
comment and criticism from visitors. 


Two things impress the new arrival in P^eno.' The 


first of these is the scarcity, not to say absolute dearth, 
of residences that are to let, and the second is a sim- 
•ilar condition with respect to places of business. Today 
Reno is without 'dwellings for the accommodation of 
those who are regular residents of the city, and inhab- 
itants of the place, those'-who .are engaged in many lines 
of occupation, ars actually living in stables for the want 
of better shelter. Tbe condition with respect to business 
houses is quite as bad, and while daily there are numer- 
ous visitors to Reno, engaged in prospecting the oppor- 
tunities for business enterprise, they are compelled to 
forego their desire to identify themselves with the life 
and'progress of Reno because of their inability to secure 
suitable places for conducting their business. 


The conditions of which we speak are not uncommon 


' in cities that experience rapid growth and remarkable 
development. Overcrowding is always to be found while 
a city is in the making, and inconveniences -must be 
borne.. But Reno has progressed far beyond the raw 
stages of its development, and what might be patiently 
borne in another city cannot be view-ad in the same light 


, here. 
. " • 


For this reason, the report of ,the publicity commit- 


tee of the Nevada Commercial League,'Which was sub- 
mitted to the m-seting last evening, should strike with un- 
usual force, and rouse in the .people of the city a deter- 
mination to pull together for the making- of a bigger and 
better city. 


In that report, the'committee . flatly negatived tho 


proposal to advertise Reno in a broad and effective man- 
ner because of the .present futility of endeavoring to ac- 
commodate those who might be attracted by such adver 
tising. 


This situation is unique in the case of a city like 


R?no, which long ago advanced beyond the embryonic 
stages and whicn'.stands £s a thoroughly modern, and 
progressive city.'. That the committee did right in rec- 
ommending that'the advertising campaign 
project be 


abandoned must be conceded. To induce people, by an 
advertising campaign, to come here to make their homes, 
or to take up business pursuits, would be to increase the 
population by false representations. If it could be as- 
sured that all. who might be induced to come would bring 
with them sufficient means to enable them at once 
to 


purchase a lot and build a dwelling, and -to purchase a 
plot and .erect a business: structure, .th-ere would be no 
reason to discourage advertising. 
But any such 
.ex- 


pectation as that would be-fatuous. Besides, it is Reno's 
duty to pr6*vide.-.-acconiraodatiQns for those whom it in- 
duces "to b^jome. presidents of the city.. 


Such accommodations are not to be provided wit'.ioul 


return. Quite the contrary. There is no better investment 
open to any man with capital than'Reno real -estate. 
cither residential or mercantile. 
The ;demand for res- 


idences is so great that score;aftcr score could be rsntefl 
in advance of construction. 
And the demand for bus 


iness places is of such volume that if the men of mean.- 
would set themselves to the task, all of that portion of the 
city lying between'the railroad and the river, -and'be- 
tween Lake and Sierra streets, could be built over with 
modern mercantile structures, and every, one .of. these 
would be rented out of hand. And in the case of both 
the, residences and/the business places, the rentals re- 
ceived would rnake, a splendid return upon the inves' 
ment.

JCot only this, but these investments would 'yearl;. 


grow in val^jj^beciuse Reno jis not going backward 
The growth of the city, like the growth of the state, has 
only bsjrtin. arid 'with the increases that are certain 'to 
be witnessed in the next few years,-in population, bus- 
iness importance, and industry, investments made now 
will double and treble. A city of 50,000 people will crowd 
the banks of the Truckeet in the next five years,- and it, is 
the duty of the present residents of Reno to; make room 
foij those who are to come. 


In the late '80's, at the height of the development Of 


the natural gas belt of Indiana, conditions in cities 
within that district were not dissimilar to those that pre- 
vail now in Reno. 
Towns were becoming cities, 
and 


cities were becoming metropolitan centers with wonder- 
ful rapidity. But the people of Indiana never stopped 
advertising, never discouraged an advertising campaign,

I have NOT committed myself to'the'advisability 
of holding such a maJSs-meeting as was suggested, but 1 
did express my willingness.^ suggest it to Doctor Uns- 
worth.* I have fulfilled- thsrt' ^promise. The interview in 
yesterday's and today's, issue of The Journal were mis- 
leading in their tendency. I believe that the widest ex- 
pression of opinion should be permitted, but it is a cause 
for regret that one's statements cannot be more correctly 
reported. 'I sincerely trust that this statement will con- 
vey to those who .read'my real position, but whether it 
does or not, it is'the'Jast ttia.fl will make at the present 
time.
